modate the thousands of visitois to the 
durbar, so they will live in camps, 
which will, so says the official state- 
ment regarding the durbar, extend for 
"a distance of several miles on every 
side of the city." The viceroy's camp 
will be pitched on the histoiic ridgo 
where the decisive struggle of the In* 
dian mutiny took place. , 


The great reception wijl be held in a 


specially constructed amphitheater of 
horseshoe shape. 
The amphitheater 


will be a quarter of a mile in circum- 
ference, with accommodations for 12,$ 
000 persons. The voice of a speaker 
will have to carry ouly 360 feet in or- 
der to be heard by the entire assem- 
blage, so ingeniously will the amphi- 
theater be constructed. 
The viceroy 


will stand in the center on a dais C feet 
high and 20 feet in circumference, and 
while 'his own flag is uu furled the im- 
perial standard will be raised in front 
of the assembly.

Each prince—there are no less 
than forty-two important states be- 
sides many smaller ones—will endeavor 
to outshine the otheis. Theio will be 
elephants with trappings smothered in 
gems, turbans with great diamonds 
and rubies and emeralds, of tvhich the 
historian of precious stones has never 
even beard, palanquins of gold and 
ivory, servants as gorgeously attired as 
emperors—all the glamour of tbe Ara- 
bian Nights, 


The viceroy will arrive at Delhi on 


the morning of Dec. 29, and the first of 
the aeries of splendid pageants will en- 
sue. This will be the state entry Into 
the city. A procession will be formed 
at the station, with the viceroy and the 
ruling chiefs on elephants and with 
the leading officials on horseback or in 
carriages, and will pass through the 
streets of the city for a distance of six 
miles to the camp. 


The following day the viceroy will 


open the great Indian arts exhibition, 
which by a bappy inspiration he ar- 
ranged to combine with the durbar. 
The exhibition will be tbe most elabo- 
rate of its character ever held, and It-is 
hoped that it will have a permanent ef- 
fect in causing a renaissance of some 
of India's wonderful old time handK 
crafts.

THROUGH RATES DECREASING 


The statement that rates uipon rail- 


roads are increasing slowly is read- 
ily 
disproved 
by a few figures 


Freight charges form no small cost of 
an article. The cheaper these charges 
may be the cheaper becomes the cost 
of the ai-ticle carried. From Chicago 
to New York the standard of 'basing 
rates is adopted as one of the main 
points of shipment from the west to 
New York. 
Thirty-two years ago 


the average all-rail charge in cent* 
per busliel for whaat was 42 cents, 
but the lake lines and the railroad?, 
being anxious to secure all possible 
traffic, arcade reductions. 
The cost 


of transportation began to fall with 
the sharp competition of 1868, and 
the average cost per bushel was re- 
duced from year to year until in 
1901 the rates were as follows: All 
rail, 9*08 cents per bushel; all lake 
and rail, 5,57, and lake and' canal, 
5.14. 
From these 'comparisons it is 


shown that the rate of reduction has 
kept almost equal in the three in- 
stances. By the way of the all-rail 
route the percentage of decrease was 
78.63; for lake and rail, 80.79, and 
for lake-canal route, 77.45. In the 
export price cf wheut the percentage 
of cost of -transportation to export 
price varies in same ratio as the cost 
by thd three routes mentioned.

THE PRESIDENT OF HARVARD 


CAUSES A STIR. 


Says Preachers are Given Too Much 


to the Emotional—Dr. Brady 


Defends His Church. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 4.—-President 


Charles W. Eliot, of Harvard col- 
lege, upon invitation, addressed the 
regular weekly meeting of Metho- 
dist preachers of Boston and vicinity 
yesterday, and his remarks in criti- 
cism of Methodism oaiised si sens-a- 
tion and are likely to brin'g- dcxwiv 
upon his head sharp replies frara 
Methodists fhwugtout the country. 


He began by referring to the worlr 


of education as 'being nearly (akin 
to the work of the church, and in 
t'Ms connection said it -was 'a lament- 


le fact that the influence 'Of the 


church was beginning to decline se- 
riously in this country. 


"In the last thirty years," he sniu, 
I have tried tD teach that the test 


of work is that it is enjoyable. 
I 


believe that is 
live test. I value 


Irig-lily the distinction between work 
and play. When a youth works let 
him work; when ho plays let htm 
piny. 


'Is this principle 
observed 
in 


churches? Is the Sunday school the 
place of strenuous exertion on the 
ptirt o-f the pupils'? Is it work or 
play or a mixture of both? I always 
find this mixture am. undesiraible one. 


TOO MUCH EMOTION. 


'Consider the forms of Christian 


activity. As I see them in the va- 
rious churches, Uheir activities seem 
tco intellectual and too emotional on 
the part of 'the preacher and to call 
too little for the work of tlio recip- 
ient of the teaching. 


•At the Sunday 
school I don't 


learn that the children oro working 
actively. 
They only have half an 


hour a week and no other subject 
could be dealt with in that way by 
nny pupil. So I distrust the method 
of the Sunday school and the atti- 
tude of the pupil. He i3 not called 
upon to produce anything. 


•'The em'otional side is developed, 


perhaps largely in the 
MetibJodist 


church. Is that wholesome for get- 
ting Iwbor out of individuals? 
I 


find it does me no pood to get my 
emotions stirred up unless I can do 
something about it. The chiurcih has 
made great efforts to get means to 
npply in young people the force of 
this emotion, 'but has it been success- 
ful? 
This means 'a desinalble thing 


:o study. 


•The church needs to reconstruct 


the forms of teaching children land 
youth. 
For children, as 
for 
the 


leathen, it seems impractical to im- 
plant doctrines, principles and im- 
agery drawn from war, fighting or 
sacrifice. 
Our scriptures contain a 


eood deal of warlike imagery. One 
o£ the most repellent ideas to me is 
the phrase 'church militant.' It is 
allying the most 
civilizing force 


with the most barbarous. 


KINDNESS OF BUDDHISTS. 
'The idea of sacrifice is barbarous 


in the highest degree.especially when 
including the human sacrifice. 
Yet 


the scriptures 'nnd religious poetry 
are filled with it. The conception 
of sacrifice and warfare ought to be 
omitted from all teachings "for 'chil- 
dren. 


;The church should teach natural 


poetry, that of human affection and 
the common sentiments c-f mankind. 
The child can learn t;his -and give it 
out in the family circle, thus bring- 
ing home these sentiments to their 
ciders. Give the children the Budd- 
hist thoughts of kindness to ani- 
m'sls and of looking up to nature's 
God through nature, 'and bit 20 let 
them foe taught the graver matter of 
comparative religion."

TUo celebration of the coronation will 


take the form of a great durbar, a dur- 
bar such as has never been seen before, 
not even when Ixird Lylton proclaimed 
Queen Victoria empress of India. That 
was a marvelous occasion, splendid and 
solemn and Inspiring, but It Is the In- 
tention of tho viceroy. Lord Cmv.on of 
Kodloslon. to maki- the approaching 
durbar oven more inagnllicoiit. 
The 


viceroy knows tho Hindoo ehnraelor 
thoroughly. Hi; knows that the native 
loves nothing better than pomp and 
glitter; that ho Is impressed by these 
things in a manner which an occidental 
llnds It hard to understand. And this 
time ho moans to give the Hindoo snob

Through their own !l6rds 400,000,000

play and its central situation. lint the 
city of Delhi could not begin to accom- 
modate the thousands of visitors to the 
durbar, so they will live in camps, 
which will, so says the ollioial state- 
ment regarding the durbar, extend for 
"a distance of several miles on every 
side of the city." The viceroy's camp 
will be pitched on the historic ridge 
where the decisive struggle of the In- 
dian mutiny took place. 


The great reception will lie held In a 


specially constructed amphitheater of 
horseshoe shape. 
The 'amphitheater 


will be a quarter of a mile in circum- 
ference, with accommodations for 12,- 
000 persons. The voice of a speaker 
will have to carry ouly SCO feet in or- 
der to be heard by the entire assem- 
blage, so ingeniously will the amphi- 
theater be constructed. 
The viceroy 


will stand in tbe center on a dais G feet 
high and 20 feet in circumference, and 
while his own Hag is unfurled the im- 
perial standard will be raised In front 
of the assembly. 


Directly before the viceroy will be 


four rows of seats, which will be occu- 
pied by the 3.0U8 ruling chiefs, nobles 
and high officials, while other notables 
to the number of 8,000 will be seated 
on benches.

"It was not long ago that the dem- 


ocratic party in advocating the re- 
duction of tariff taxation to the rev- 
enue needs of the government based 
its insistence largely upon the right 
and justice of cheapening for the 
masses of our people the prices of 
the necessities of life and withdraw- 
ing so much protection from a fav- 
ored few manufacturers as allowed 
them abnormal profits nt tha expense 
of the great body of consumers. But 
the exactions from the people on ac- 
count of protection were made in such 
a stealthy and unobserved manner, 
by adding them to tfterr daily pur- 
chases, that it was difficult to im- 
press upon the consumers of the land 
the extent of these exactions.

PROMTS ACTION. 


"I have quoted thus literally from; 


this message solely for the purpose 
of showing not only the accepted po- 
sition of the democratic party on the 
tariff question, but also suggesting 
the material then available in attack- 
ing tariff iniquities. I want, if I 
can, 
to lead you to a contemplation

Does it -mean that 


RECALLS TTGLY RUMORS.

niess kind. It is just whatever you 
choose to make it, a -breakfast, an 
afternoon chocolate, a dinner; any- 
thing, so it possesses the' oriental 
spirit of the country from which the 
royal guest Hails. An evening af- 
fair, being convenient for either sex 
to be present, is perhaps the most 
enjoyable, taken all around, and in- 
cludes 'both a dinner 
with pairlor 


diversions, or a dance followed by 
a midnight supper or luncheon. The 
former is .plsnned here, 'but the style 
of decorating- can easily 'be elaborated 
for a ball room at lioma or at any 
public building. The invitations also 
breathe the sentiment of the party, 
and are got out as white elephants 
lettered in crimson ink.

In this sermon Rev. Talmage 


speaks c£ "Divine Mother Love," the 
text being Isaiah xlvi., 13: "As one 
whom iiis mother caml'orteth, so will 
I comfort you.'-' 


Washington Irving has aptly been 


called the Father of American Liter- 
ature. But among all ths writings 
of the "Wizzard of Smmyside, there 
is not a chapter 
more trenchantly 


powerful than that on '-The Art of 
Book-making." In it the author pic- 
tures himself asleep and dreaming, 
in the library of tlie British museum. 
His head is pillowed upon a. pile ot 
musty tcmes. While he dreams, he 
gees the different authors of the pres- 
ent day poring over the manuscripts 
of the ancient libraries, and making 
ample notes and verbatim copies of 
the same, and, indeed, going1 so far 
as to 'cut entire leaves from, the 
liooks of a Beaumont, a Fletcher, a 
pollock, and a Ben Jonson. Then the 
dreamer sees these modem authors 
pasting together the verbatim ex- 
cerpts and the stolen leaves into new 
volumes and printing 
their own 


names upon the title pages. 
These 


literary piracies continue, until at 
last the cry of "Thieves! thieves!'' 
is raised. Then there is a great tub- 
hub and scurrying among the mod- 
em authors, because the ancient -writ- 
ers, -whose faces and bodies are pic- 
tured Tsithin the quaint, old-fashion- 
ed frames hanging upon the wall of 
the British museum, are changed into 


• flesh and blood, ready to snatch, the 


new "books out of the hands of the 
kidnappers, and to claim them as the 
offsprings of their O"wn Tjrain, some 
of them bcrn centuries upon centuries 
ago.The obvious moral of the imagina- 
tive tale is, that thSre is nothing new 
under the sun. Wo man, -woman or 
child, no matter 'how intelligent, can 
ever lay claim to true originality. 
W« are all, physically and mentally, 
as well as spiritually, reproductions 
of other lives. We are all combina- 
tions of other people's thoughts and 
desires and actions, even as the ••walls 
of an ancient palace are often huge 
(mosaics of many different stones cut 
from many different -quarries. While 
m'any have contributed to make up 
•what we are, the largest contribution 
is the maternal one. How much of 
all that is good and pure in OUT na- 
ture do we owe to our mothers! How 
much, of all ths peace and comfort we 
have eujoyed do we owe to their wise 
and loving ministry! It is this fatet 
which, -we all recognize, that the 
prophet uses to impress on us~the 
love and kindness of God. U-o simile 
could 'he 'h'ave used so effective as 
that in my text: ''As one whom his 
mother comforteth." 


A MOTHER'S DEVOTION. 


The words of my text have for 


many of us a very tender and rever- 
ent application. The greatest lessons 
of a sacrificing and a forgiving love 
[have heen learned T>y most of us from 
the now silent lips of our Christian 
mothers. Though your mother may 
Shave been dead for ten or twenty 
years, yet you remember as though, it 
were yesterday, how tenderly she 
caxed for you -when you were a little 
child. Tcu remember liow she nurs- 
ed you through that long fit of sick- 
ness, when you were about fifteen, 
and every time she left the room, you 
•would call, "Mother, mother'. Where 
is mother?'' You well remsmber how 
she placed her hand upon your 
shoulder and looked long and earn- 


' estly into your eyes, tlie day you left 


for the great city or college, 
as 


though she were trying to make up 
her mind whether she 'could trust you 
away from home. You also reiaem- 
toer how, 
when a man grown, you 


fliad that great trouble iu life, and 
your chief desire was to get back to 
the old homestead and tell mother. 
And, alas! you well remember 
the 


dark day when you carried her out 
to gently lay her body down into the 
open grave. When you laid her away 
to sleep among ths spring flowers, or 
when you covered her up undar the 
soft quilt cf spotless snow, the pur- 
est, gentlest, noblest, most forgiving 
and helpful of human 
campaiiions 


was forever taken from 
your side. 


Bemembering- all this love aii:l de- 
votion, v.-e realise the force of the 
metaphor which Isaiah, the prophet, 
uses when, seeking1 to show how ten- 
derly God Isvcs and cares for his 
children, he takes the gentle, ma- 
ternal influences which lus dons so 
much to 
develop our physical and 


mental and spiritual life, -and says: 
"As one whom his mother comforteth, 
so will I comfort you." 


The Divine Being- shows the love 


of a mother in wanting to be the com- 
forter of all tlie young folks who ara 
preparing for the great struggle of 
life. The mother wants to be the in- 
spiring friend of her boys and girls, 
during the long years of immaturity, 
when the world at large is snaring 
at them and laughing at their ambi- 
tions, as though they were tlie mere 
outgrowths of a foolish and a vision- 
ary brain. 
She wants to be the 


friend 
of the young men and the 


young women during those school- 
days, when they have no earning ca- j 


pacity, and when they are entirely 
dependent upon ethers for financial 
support. 
The struggle of life, even 


under the beat conditions, |s a hard 
one, but that struggle does not com- 
mence, as same people suppose, when 
the young man stands with a diplo- 
ma iu hand ou the graduating day 
from school or college. It commences 
away back in the "early teens." It 
commences with 
the young girl's 


failure who is trying- for the prize in 
the school room. It commences with 
the disappoint men ts 
of the play- 


ground. 
It commences with those 


little youtlmil 
sorrows and trials 


which the boy -and the girl can tell 
to no one but mother. 
Yes, 
the 


mother's comfort which is given to 
the ycomg- folks is an all-important 
comfort. 


It is such a necessary comfort that 


many of us, ivGien ive were young-, 
often could not go to sleep 'because 
of our weeping-, until we heard her 
foot moving- 
across 
our bedroom 


floor, and felt her gentle -hand upon 
our dheek, and heard her soft voice 
saying, ''Never mind, my boy! It 
will come out all right. I will speak 
to your papa about the matter, and 
I know he will let us do what you 
want.*' God pity the man who never 
had tlie gentle influence of a com- 
forting mother during1 the days of 
childhood or of young manhood! Goti 
pity the boy who never knew the 
'holy joy of 'having his tears wiped 
away by a mother's tmnd, after ha 
had been hurt upon the ball ground! 


SEEKS THE OHH/DREIT, 


God, as the Divine Mother, today 


wants to 'be the companion, and the 
comforting1 friend and Savior of 
all the boys and the girls and the 
young- folks. As Christ once turned 
and rebuked His disciples, wlto tried 
to crowd 'away tihe young 
people 


from His sule, and said, "Suffer the 
little children to come unto Me. and 
forbid them not for of such is the 
kingdom, of heaven''* so today He bids 
the children come to 
Him,. an,1 


clamber up into His lap, ftn'd nestle 
as little lambs ag-ainst the warm, 
loving heart of tihe Good Shepherd. 
Christ today longs to be the Divine 
Friend of the boy swinging the bat. 
and of the girl dressing the doll, as 
well as the Divine Prien'd of young 
men and women, in the school and 
college. Do you realize, 0 mother, 
that God loves your children witti n 
love more intense than that which 
fills your heart? If you 'have not 
made your children understand tills, 
if you have never sought to impart 
to them tlie sweet fellowship anfl 
'holy joy which can bind their hearts 
to Him, you have been derelict in 
your duty, you 'have not really con- 
secrated them to 
Christ's service. 


Teach them (how tenderly God loves 
them, and they will learn to 5ovc, 
honor and trust Him as they love, 
honor and trust you. 


That even a little child can learn 


this lesson was proved by the conver- 
sation which a little girl 'had some 
time ag-o with, her small brother. 
She was playing Sunday school. Of

He wants to be the ccniuor'ter of prac- 
tically the whole human race, for 
temporal trouble* that sooner or later 


Tne to about everybody. 
JTow, it is a great and inspiring 


realization to know 
t'li.it; after v/t 


have done our level 
best 111 life, 


when -temporal troubles come we can 
all go back t,i ths olti honi-esf.sf.d and 
find there a warm welcome,, if only 
our mothers ara alive. It is a great 
comfort to know 
that if £ick;u;s 


comes, and we c;,n no longer earn our 
dally 'bread, our mothers, if they arc 
alive, will gladly share with us and 
give to us at least a half nnd more 
than a half of want they have. 
If 


consumption begins to grow the red 
roses in the flower gardens of your 
pale cheak, you know that if your 
mother is alive she will come and 


lalke you home. She will come and 
gather you up, 
you and all your 


little ones, and will take you in her 
arms back to the room in which you 
massed your boyhood, and will let 
your babies play and romp in the 
old nursery where you once played. 
God, like a divine mother, is ready 
to share all that he has with his 
children "who have made a financial 
failure or a temporal failure out of 
life. 


A MAORI'S FAITH. 


Thus all the troubled and the sorely 


disappointed of earth should 
take 


great comfort out of the thought that 
God's love for them is like that of a 
divine m'othei. They should be able 
to look at all worldly things, whether 
good or ill, as did the Maori chief 
who, though born in a New Zealand 
mud lint, could iurn to the (luke of 
Devonshire when he "was being- shown 
ane of the most beautiful .palaces of 
the world, and say. "This palace is 
not ns beautiful ns the one which my 
heavenly Father -has builded for me.'' 
Though the troubled Christians may 
be clothed in rags, yet they should 
feel that they are rich, -because God 
as a 'heavenly mother, has prepared 
for them the wedding garments with 
which they shall be robed in the 
heavenly banquet halls at tlie King's 
marriage. Though they may be poor, 
yet they'should feel, like the invalid 
son going hcme to his earthly parent, 
confident that a welcome awaits them 
and sure that all tho treasures oi 
heaven shall be forever theirs. 


God, like a divine mother, wants to 


ba the comforter of his children in 
their last earthly sickness, as -well 
as when he is bending over them- in 
their cradles. He wants to be the 
comforter of the dying invalid, when 
he utters the agonizing moan, "I can- 
not stand this pain any longer," as 
well as the comforter 
of the little 


child who is sitting for the first time 
in her Sunday 'class. He wants to be 
tho comforter of all those -who have 
been disappointed iu life, and who 
when they come to die, onay be glad- 
dened by seeing him, feeling like the 
old statesman, Henry Clay, -wnlo in

Ah, in that hour we shall 
need a mother's love, as much as does 
tlie schoolboy who romps into the 
hallway, calling to the cook, "Mary, 
where is mother?"

.s true because of all times wihen a 
Brother chiefly longs to be by the side 
of her child, it is --when that child is 
dying.

"When tlie eldest son of Queen Alex- 
idra was sick unto death, the then 


Princess of Wales had hundreds of 
trained and most skillful nurses -who 
would gladly have answered to her 
:all. But day and nig-ht, for three 
long weeks, the mother of tlie Duke 
of Clarence never left his side. 
It 


was her royal hand that smoothed 
the sheets. It was her arm that lift- 
ed the fevered head. It was 'her lips 
that gave the last kiss, as the im- 
mortal spirit sped from the pain- 
racked form. Yes, the mother, 
the 


true earthly .mother, wants to 'be the 
last comforter by the side of her dy- 
ing child. It was in order to satisfy 
this material desire 
that Princess 


Alice, the daughter of 
Queen Vic- 


toria, disobeyed the orders of the 
physicians, and beuding over the bed 
that was -reeking with the diphth- 
eritic germs, kissed her baby girl 
farewell, and at the same time press- 
ed her own lips against the hot lips 
of death. Princess Alice laid down 
her life on account of that maternal 
kiss. So God, as a divine mother, is 
always 
by the death-beds 
of Ids 


children. 
/ 


God, like a Divine Mother, specially 


loves to hover around the death-bed 
of his children, because he 'can there 
piove to us that "it is not all of death 
to die, nor nil of life to live," and 
that death can be swallowed up in 
victory.

for the food upon the table. Not one 
of those little ones realized in any 
way the awful loss to them of the 
form that had ou:e filled that moth- 
er's vacant chair, save, perhaps, the 
eldest g^rlj about thirteen years of 
age. As I stood before that picture, 
with a sob choking my throat, I said, 
"Gud help me to bear my trouble. But 
my bereavement 
of a 
dear, noble 


Christian mother is as notnin°: cam- 
pared to the loss to those children, 
who, when they grow up, w:.ll never 
know the joy of experiencing n. moth- 
er's love."

Yes, perhaps, you are one of those 


unfortunates 
who never 
knew a 


mother's love. Though her-affections 
were sa intense that your coming 
was her meat and drink, her hope by 
day and her prayer 
by nig-ht, yet 


hardly had you come into the world 
when she passed away. 
She really 


g-ave up her life for you. Once 5n a 
while, with -a long-ing" 
to find out 


something' about tho height 'and 
depth of a mother's love, you may go 
to some gray-haired old lady-and say: 
"Tell me something: about my moth- 
er. You knew her well, and were her 
bridesmaid when she was married." 
Then that gray-haired lady will go 
over all the past. She will tell you 
what a -gentle, loving- face your moth- 
er had. She will tell you how 'her 
eyes lighted up when you were first 
placed in her arms, and she looked at 
you and said: -'My baby, my baby, 
tny 'little baby! God bless my baby." 
Than that gray-haired lady will tell 
you how your mother's strength, -nev- 
er came back again, -after you Tvere 
barn. They took her south, (hoping 
that the sunny skies would make her 
strong- again; but only the warm sun- 
shine of that Eternal City to whi:li 
she went ever worked her cure. As 
tlie old lady talks, you look at youx 
mother's picture -again and1 again1, 
and try to imagine -her love for you. 
But, young man, you cannot do that 
any more than a blind bat or -a 
ground mole can fully appreciate the 
colors of a butterfly's wing, or the 
reflection of a dew-drop. So in order 
to symbolize God's love to you, a sin- 
ful man, who never knew what it -was 
to have a mother's love, I would tell 
you that it is a greater love than the 
combined loves of a father, a Tvife, 
children, brothers and- sisters 'and 
friends.
